Thomas Clark Glasscock, a planter and stock 
raiser of Cypress Township, was reared and edu- 
cated in Alabama, his native State, also being mar- 
ried there in 1856 to Miss Isabella Couch, whose 
birth occurred in Morgan County, Ala., November 
22, 1836. She was a daughter of Uriah and Eliza- 
beth (Turney) Couch, both of Tennessee origin. 
In 1861 Mr. Glasscock enlisted in the Twenty- 
ninth Alabama Infantry, and served over three 
years. In 1867 he immigrated from Alabama to 
Tennessee, and two years later moved to Phillips 
County, Ark, and located on the farm on which 
he now lives, as superintendent, remaining until 
1874, when he returned to Alabama, and in 1881 
came back to this county and again took charge of 
the same plantation, consisting of 1,400 acres, with 
over 400 acres under cultivation. Mr. Glasscock 
was born in Blount County, Ala., August 11, 1837, 
and was a son of John R. and Martha (Ruther. 
ford) Glasscock, natives of Tennessee and Alabama, 
respectively. John R. Glasscock was born about 
1822, a son of Gregory Glasscock, who was also 
born in Tennessee, of English descent, and moved 
to Alabama when John R. was a boy of eight 
years. He took part in numerous early Indian 
wars, and is still living in Cullman County, Ala. 
His wife was born in 1824, and died in 1887, hav- 
ing been the mother of twelve children, eight of 
whom are still living. Thomas C, Glasscock is a 
member of the Masonic ordor, holding the office 
of Worshipful Master of his lodge, and is a strong 
Democrat in politics. Himself and wife have no 
children of their own, but reared one child, Min- 
nie M. (Mra. Couch), who still resides with them, 
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James P. H. Graham is a native of North 
Carolina, but was reared in Mississippi, and re- 
ceived his education in the common schools of that 
State. At the age of twenty-two he commenced 
farming for himself, and in December, 1860, was 
married to Miss Sarah Cathey, whose birth occurred 
in Mississippi, on October 10, 1842. She died in 
January, 1872, being the mother of four children, 

. one of whom, Elizabeth A. D., is still living. In 
' November, 1872, Mr. Graham married Sarah E. 
* Jarrett, born in Alabama, in August, 1851,a daugh- 
* ter of Freeman and Mary (McMillen) Jarrett, and 
a sister of Josaph F. Jarrett, whose biography 
appears in this work. They are parents of seven 
children, five living: Mary M., Josie E., Joseph 
W., Mittie P. and Edner L. Onur subject was 
born in Cleveland County, N. C., on January 27, 
1888, Arthur H. Graham, his father, was born in 
North Carolina, on September 17, 1809, and re- 
moved to Mississippi in 1889, coming from 
that State to this county in 1869, He was mar- 
ried on January 23, 1834, to Miss Elizabeth D. 8. 
Wray, also of North Carolina, born in 1815, and a 
daughter of James Wray, of English descent. 
She died in 1844, leaving five children, two of 
whom survive: James P. H, and William Walter. 
The senior Mr. Graham was engaged in agricultural 
pursuits until his death, which occurred in Novem- 
ber, 1887. He was the son of John Graham, of 
Irish descent, though a native of Cleveland Coun- 
ty, N.C. James Graham came to this county with 
his father in 1869, and has since resided here. He 
was a resident of Mississippi at the time of the 
breaking out of the war, and enlisted in March, 
1862, in Company A of the Ninth Mississippi In- 
fantry, serving until December, 1863, when he was 
taken prisoner at the battle of Missionary Ridge, 
and carried to Rock Island, where he was confined 
until May 3, 1865. He was then exchanged and 
received his dischargo at Natchez, Miss. Although 
captured early in the war, he participated in four 
great battles of the war, Shiloh, Murfreesboro, 
Chickamauga and Missionary Ridge. Mr, Gra- 
ham now owns a fine farm of 160 acres, with 
112 acres under cultivation, upon which are im- 
provements, buildings, orchards, &. He is a 


stanch Democrat, aud although not an office 
seeker, was elected justice of the peace in 1884, 
which position he held for a year. He then re- 
signed on account of other business matters requir- 
ing his attention. He iga member of the K. of H. 
and of the Christian Churoh, his wife belonging to 
the Baptist Church. : 

. H. M. Grant, M. D., and ex-State senator, was 
born in Christian County, Ky., in May, 1829, and 
is one of two surviving members of a family of 
twelve children born to Joshua D. and Henrietta 
(MeNeal) Grant, the former a native of North Car- 
olina, and the latter of Virginia. Both parents 
were taken to Kentucky when young, and there 
they were married and spent the greater portion of 
their lives, the mother’s death occurring in that 
State, and the father’s in Northwest Arkansas, he 
being a farmer and merchant by occupation. Both 
grandfathers served in the War of 1819. Dr. 
Grant received the earlier part of his education in 
Kentucky, and completed his studies at McKendrie 
College, Lebanon, Ill. At the age of seventeen 
years he began his medical studies, and favored 
with excellent preparatory training he was enabled 
to at once enter upon a successful careor. In 1849, 
when in his twentieth year, he graduated from the 
Louisville Medical College, and his first practice 
was at La Fayette, Ky., but here he only remained 
ashort time. In 1850 he came to Helena, Ark., 
which only had about 200 inhabitants at that time, 
rented an office, and hung out his “shingle,” and 
is now the oldest medical practitioner in the town. 
His success has been very gratifying, and to any 
that he-is a superior physician and surgeon is not 
detrimental to other physicians of the town and 
county. At the opening of the war ho bogan 
drilling a corps of soldiers preparatory to entering 
the service, but a few days before ready to begin 
active duty his horse fell with him, injuring him so 
badly that he was insensible for sovoral days. His 
right arm was severely injured, and rendered him 
unfit for active military duty, which has always 
beon a source of much regret to him, as he had the 
Tequisites necessary for an excollent soldier. He 
rendered good service, however, in dressing the 
wounded at different battles, and in this capacity 
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Mr. Craig is a Democrat, and has held the office 
of school director for eight years. To him and 
wife were born fourteen children, twelve of whom 
are living: Andrew, who died in infancy; Fannie 
Ella, wife of John Jones; William Charles, James 
Alfred, Mary Elizabeth, Lucy, John, who died at 
the age of nine months; Rosa Lee, Eli, Van, 
Winston, Francis Clyne and Frances (twins), and 
James Adaline. In 1886 Mr. Craig bought eighty 
acres of land on Eight Mile Creek, which is a choice 
piece of bottom land, and is improved with two 
good houses, Forty acres are under cultivation. 
His son William resides on and tills this farm. 

J. W. Craven, a successful planter residing 
near Paragould, was born in Randolph County, of 
the ‘‘Old North State,’’ February 22, 1834, being 
the fourth of eleven children born to Andrew R. 
and Elizabeth W. (Garner) Craven, who were also 
born in that State. In 1840 the father emigrated 
to Georgia, and two years later to Mississippi, 
where he opened up a large plantation on which he 
resided thirteen years, moving then to Tennessee. 
In January, 1855, he came to Greene County, 
Ark., and settled near where his son now resides, 
on 640 acres of land, 100 acres of which he cleared 
and improved, and here lived until his death, 
March 80, 1867, at the age of sixty-five years. 
Hie wife died in Mississippi in the fall of 1845. 
J. W. Craven received a common education in the 
schools of Mississippi, and besidos becoming famil- 
iar with the details of farm work, learned the 
blackemith’s trade, which occupation he followed 
for some years. Ho assisted in clearing the home 
farm, and was married in Hardeman County, Tenn., 
in 1853, to Miss L. M. Daniel, a native of that 
State, and a daughter of Ephraim and Penelope 
(Mundon) Daniel, who were born in North Caro- 
lina, and emigrated to Tennessee in 1840, and in 
1855 to Greene County, Ark. Here the father 
died on his farm, in 1876, his wife’s death having 
occurred four years earlier. After his marriage, 
Mr. Craven settled down to farming in Tennessee, 
but in 1855 bought an eighty-acre timber tract in 
Greene County, Ark., on which he erected a cabin, 
and commenced clearing and improving. He now 
has 120 acres, with eighty-five under cultivation, 


which he devotes principally to raising corn. In 
18638 he enlisted in the Home Guards under Oapt. 
Kirkendall, and in September of the same year, 
joined the infantry under Capt. Anderson, holding 
the rank of second lieutenant. In December, 1863, 
he was honorably discharged, but in 1864 joined 
the cavalry, and was in tho fight at Little Rock, 
and several other engagements. Since the war he 
has been engaged in farming. He votes with the 
Democratic party, but is not active in politics. He 
has held the office of justice of the peace for about 
seven years, and being an active supporter of the 
cause of education, is now a member of the school 
board. He also assisted in re-organizing the coun- 
ty. Socially he is a member of the Agricultural 
Wheel, and also a member of Paragould Lodge 
No. 368, F. & A.M. He and wife are members of 
the Baptist Church, and are active workers for the 
couse of Christianity. Seven of their nine chil- 
dren are living: Andrew Nelson (died in 1863, 
at the age of ten years), Mary Jane (died in 
1858, aged two years and six months), Julia Ann 
(Mrs. Morgan), Martha ‘I. (Mrs. Gwyn), John 
W., Lillie C., Eliza C., Sarah Elizabeth and Will- 
iam L., all members of the Baptist Church. Mr. 
Craven can remember when there was only one 
public road in the county, and when Cape Girar- 
deau was their nearest market. 

J. W. Crawford. Prominent among the many 
esteemed and respected citizens of Paragould 
stands the name of the above mentioned gentleman, 
who was born in Orange County, N. C., June 4, 
1854, and who is the son of William and Elizabeth 
(Howard) Crawford, both natives of North Caro- 
lina. They are still residents of thut State, and 
the father is a farmer by occupation. Their fam- 
ily consists of ten living children, five sons and 
five daughters. J. W. Crawford was reared on 
the farm, in Orange County, N. C., receiving his 
education in the common schools, and in 1868 
went to Tennessee, locating in Fayette County. 
He was but a boy at this time, and engaged as 
clerk in a store, which business he followed most 
of his time while in Tennessee. In 1877 he came 
to Arkansas, locating at Gainesville, Greene Coun- 
ty, and sold liquors for two years. He then em- 
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barked in mercantile pursuits, which he carried on 
until his removal to Paragould, in 1885, and was 
one of the first business men of the town. Previ- * 
ous to this, in 1880, he married Miss Sadie Glass- 
cock, daughter of Capt. H. W. Glasscock, and the 
result of thie union is two children: Guy E. and 
Henry V. Mr. Crawford continued his mercantile 
business at Paragould until 1888, when he sold 
out, and has since been practically retired, al- 
though he turns’ his attention somewhat to real 
estate speculations. He owns a half-interest in j 
the Gager Hotel, which is a fine brick building, 
and a credit to Paragould; and he is also the 
owner of a good farm adjoining the corporation of 
Paragould. No man has been more active in im- ; 
proving this place than has Mr. Crawford. He is 
a member of the Masonic fraternity, 

Hon. Benjamin H. Crowley is a wealthy farmer | 
and an eminent lawyer of Greene County, Ark., : 
and is State Senator from the First Senatorial 
District of Arkansas. His birth occurred in 1836, 
and he is the only child born to the marriage of j 
Samuel Crowley and Sallie Hutchins, who were | 
born respectively in Kentucky and Tennessee: ‘The ' 
paternal grandfather was a Georgian, who re- 
moved to Kentucky at an early day, where he met | 
and married Miss Annie Wylie, a supposed na- |! 
tive of that State, and there made hia home, being { 
engaged in farming and atock-raising and dealing | 
on @ very extensive scale until 1821, when he came 
with his family, which consisted of his wife and 
eight children, five boys and three girls, to what is 
now Greene County (then Lawrence). At that. 
time the country was very sparsely settled, he be- ' 
ing the only settler within a radius of many miles, 
He located on a tract of land consisting of 240 - 
acres, and gave his name to a ridge of land run- | 
ning for more than 200 miles through Arkansas | 
and 100 miles in Missouri. Here he erected a 
dwelling house, opened about fifty acres of land ' 
for cultivation, set out orchards, and became one — 
of the thriftiest farmers and best-known men in | 
Northeastern Arkansas. All his children settled 
near him, where their descendants are still resid. | 
ing. He died about 1842 at the age of eighty- 
four years, and his wife’s death occurred in 1850, 
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she never having married again after his death. 
Samuel Crowley, the father of our subject, was 
married in 1832 to Miss Sallie Hutchins, whose par- 
ents came from Tennessee to Arkansas and settled 
where Paragould is now situated, where the father 
died in 1837, having boen an extensive farmer and 
stockman, She subsequently married a man by 
the name of Robert H. Halley. In hie youth Ben- 
jamin H. Crowley attended the common schools 
and at the age of nineteen years he entered the 
Wallace Institute, which he attended one year. 
After spending several years in Greene County he

Immodiately after 
the war he traveled for some time in Texas, and 
then returned to Arkansas and settled down to 
farming in Cache Township, Greene County. In 
1868, when Clayton’s militia were over-running the 
State, and when they had stationed themselves at 
Jonesboro and arrested a number of the best citi- 
zens of the town, Capt. Crowley raised 100 picked 
men in his county and went to their rescue. There 
was a fight at Willis’ Mills and his company lost 
one man and had several wounded, while the mili- 
tia lost several men and were driven back to Jones- 
boro. Afterward Oapt. Crowley succeeded in ef- 
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on a farm in Tennessee, and in 1858 came to j nessee. The parents were married in their native

Whirter, who were alsv born in that State, coming 
to Arkansas at a very early day, in which State 
they both died. After his marriage Mr. Gentry 
settled near Gainesville, and in 1878 bought a 
partly improved farm of 200 acres, but sold it 
some time later and went-to Paragould, where he 
engaged in the saw-mill business (in 1881). Three 
years later he embarked in grist-milling, and also 
operated a cotton-gin, which he sold in 1887, and 
returned to the farm. Sixty acres of his 100-acre 
farm are under cultivation, and on it he raises cotton 
and cereals. By his wife, who died in 1883, he be- 
came the father of the following children: Joseph 
W., Laurettie, Oney, Gilbert W., Albert and Wil- 
lis, allof whom are at home. In 1884 Mr. Gentry 
married his present wife, whose maiden name was 
Frances Drollender, of Tennessee, a daughter of 
William and Elizabeth (Bond) Drollender, of Ten- 
nessee, both of whom are deceased, the latter dying 
in Paragould in 1887. Mr. Gentry has seen a vast 
change in the country since his boyhood days, as 


it was then in a very wild and unsettled condition. : 


He is a member of the A. F. & A. M., and was 
Worshipful Master of Gainesville Lodge for a 
number of years, and in 1887 filled the same posi- 
tion in Paragould Lodge No. 368. He is a mem- 
ber of the Agricultural Wheel, and although a 
Democrat, is not very active in politics. A station 
on the Iron Mountain Railroad, midway between 
Paragould and Gainesville, is called Gentry in 
honor of our subject. 

H. W. Glasscock, mayor of Paragould and real 
estate dealer, was born in Randolph County, Ark., 
February 19, 1834, and is the son of George W. 
and Catherine (Gray) Glasscock, natives of Ten- 


its very first settlers. Here the father died in 
1884 and the mother three days later. They were 
the parents of seven children, three now living: 
William, Henry W., and George F. When the 
parents first made their. home in Arkansas, the 
country warn a wilderness, and wild animals were 
plentiful, the red man’s face frequently being seen 
at the door of the log cabin. H. W. Glasscock 
was reared in Randolph County, Ark., until twelve 
years of age, when he moved to Gainesville, 
Greene County. Ho was educated principally at 
Gainesville and in Mississippi. In 1858 he was 
elected county clerk of Greene County, and 
served until after the war. In 1861 he enlistedin 
the firet regiment that was organized in Greene 
County, and left « deputy to attend to his business. 
He served in the eastern army and was discharged 
in 1862 on account of his health. He then came 
home and re-enlisted in Kitchens’ regiment in the 
cavalry, and was in command of Company E, 
serving until the surrender; he was on the raid 
through Missouri. After returning to his home 
he took charge of the clerk’s office, and in 1868 
engaged in mercantile business at Gainesville, 
which he continued until 1888, when he sold out 
and came to Paragould. Since that time he has 
been occupied in the real estate business. He 
owns about 12,000 acres of land, with some 600 
under cultivation. His lands are among the best in 
the country, as he has been investing and buying 
, since 1857, Mr. Glasscock was elected mayor of 
Paragouldin April, 1888, which position he is now 
| filling. He was married first in 1858 to Miss 
Amanda Conduff, by whom he had four children, 
two now living: H. F. and Sudie. His second 
marriage was to Mrs. Emily J. Williamson, by 
whom he has six children, four now living: John, 
Jennie, Etta and Albert (twins). Mr. and Mrs. 
Glasscock and family are members of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, and Mr. Glasscock is a 
member of the Masonic fraternity and Knights of 
Pythias. He is one of the prominent and leading 
citizens of his vicinity. 


M.C. Gramling, who is one of the first and most 
successful farmers and stock raisers of Greene 
County, Ark., was born in Spartanburg County, 
8. C., November 29, 1839, and is the eldest in a 
family of twelve children born to the marriage of 
Benjamin M. and Mary (Wilson) Gramling, also 


natives of the ‘‘ Palmetto State,’? who were there | 


engaged in farming until 1858, when they came to 
Arkansas and settled in Greene County. Here 


they entered a tract of 160 acres, and began imme- | 


diately to make improvements, opening about 


seventy-five acres of land, erecting good buildings | 


aud setting out orchards. After living on this tract 
for about sixteen years the father sold out and pur- 


chased 100 acres in Cache Township, which he also | 


greatly improved. He is here living at the pres- 
ent time, and is in his seventy-first year. M. OC. 


Gramling, our subject, has always been familiar | 


with farm labor, and assisted his father until twen- 
ty-one years of age, when he became an employé 
of the Government in draining this section of the 
State. At the breaking out of the Rebellion he 
enlisted in Company D, Fifth Arkansas Infantry, 


and was assigned to the Army of the Tennessee, | 


and was with Gen. Joe Johnston, participating in 
the battles of Perryville, Murfreesboro, Corinth, 
where he was promoted to the rank of lieutenant, 


and Chickamauga. In this engagement, while his : 


company was making a charge, and he was crying 
to his comrades ‘* Come on, boys,”’ he waa wounded 
by a bullet striking him in the cheek. He was also 
at Ringgold, Resaca, where he was wounded in the 
thigh, and Jonesboro, Ga., where he lost his left 
arm by the explosion of a sholl on the Ist of Sep- 
tember, 1864. He remained in the field until the 
close of the war, then returned to Arkansas, and 
in 1866 was married to Miss Mary Smith, a nativa 
of South Carolina, and a daughter of William and 
Elizabeth (Otts) Smith, who were also from South 
Carvlina, and emigrated to Arkansas in 1859, set- 
tling.on 160 acres of land in Greene County. 


They were very successful, and in time became the | 


owners of 1,100 acres of land. The father died in 
September, 1878, but the mothor is still living. 
In 1866 Mr, Gramling located at Gainesville, where 
he started a general store, and in the fall of the 
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| same year he was elected assessor of Greene Coun- 
| ty, for one term of two years. In the spring of 
: this year he was appointed treasurer of the county 
! till the election of 8 successor, but continued also 
to manage his store for three years, then moving to 
St. Francis Township, where he rented land, and 
| made one crop. In 1870 he bought 240 acres of 
land, and since that time has continued to add 
| to his acreage unti] he now possesses 560 acres of 
| fertile land. He bas made many improvements on 
. his property, and in 1877 erected a handsome res- 
idence, and has also built good barns. Two hun- 
dred acres of his land are under cultivation, and two 
; acres are in orchard. He gives considerable atten- 
, tion to stock raising, and has a full-blooded Hol- 
! stein bull imported from Northern Missouri. In 
1872 he was elected to the office of county sheriff, 
and subsequently was elected county judge, which 
| he held two terms. He has always been active in 
| Political and school matters, and is always inter- 
ested in every enterprise for the welfare of the 
county. He and wife are the parents of the follow- 
ing children: William M., who died on the 6th of 
August, 1879, aged eleven years, six months; 
James M., Alice, Jennie, Joseph F., Earl V., 
| Jesse M., Elbert 8., Van W., and Mary, who died 
i in infancy. 

George A. Gramling is classed among the suc- 
cessful tillers of the soil and stockmen of Cache 
Township, Greene County, Ark., of which he is a 
native, having been born in the year 1859. Ho is 
the ninth of eleven children born to Richard and 
Cynthia (Brannon) Gramling, whose birthplace 
was in South Carolina. They were married in that 
State, and in 1856 came to Greene County, Ark., 
settling on the east side of Crowley’s Ridge, where 
they acquired a large tract of Iand, 200 acres of 
which were under cultivation. Here he erected a 
building, set out orchards, and mada many other 
improvements, his attention being also largely 
| given to the propagation of stock. He had a 
blackemith’s shop on his farm and made the most 
of tho farming tools for this section. During his 
long residence in the county he became well known 
and highly respected. He died at the age of sixty- 
‘three years, in 1882, His widow is till living. 
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master of this place). In 1881 Miss Carrie V. 
Du Boise became Mrs. Dobson, and this later union 
resulted in the birth of one child, a son, Edwin D. 
Mr. Dobson is a member of Lewisville Lodge No. 
24, A. F.& A.M., a member of the Magnolia 
Chapter No. 11, R. A. M., and of Magnolia Lodge 
No. 24,1. 0. O. F., and also a member of Magnolia 
Lodge No. 81, K. of H. Mr. Dobson has been 
very successful in life, chiefly the result of his own 
industry and good management, and is a liberal 
contributor to and supporter of all enterprises tend- 
ing to the advancement of society. 

Culvin Fish has been a resident of this county 
for thirty-nine years, and during this time he has 
proved himself to be a very desirable citizen, as 
well as an honest and upright man. His birth oo- 
ourred in Henry County, Ga., December 81, 1880, 
and he is the son of Russell and Eliza E. (Curry) 
Fish, natives of North Carolina and Georgia, re- 
spectively. When a young man, the father went 
to Georgia, and was there married, and shortly 
after the birth of his son Calvin, moved to Missis- 
sippi, thence in 1851 to Arkansas. They chose a 
location in Lafayette County, and here the father 
passed the rest of his life. He died in Ji anuary, 
1885, in the Indian Territory, whither he had gone 
to visit a sick brother. Mrs. Fish was the mother 
of fourteen children, eight of whom survive: Calvin, 
Robert M. (a farmer of Montague County, Tex.), 
Elizabeth (now Mrs. Range, of this township), 
William (a farmer of Pope County, Ark.), Sarah 
(now Mrs. Curley, of this township), Elizabeth 
(now Mrs. Graham, of Prescott), Daniel (a farmer 
of Montague County, Tex.), and Duncan (also of 
Montague County, Tex.) Calvin Fish accompanied 
his parents to Arkansas in 1851, and the same year 
entered a quarter section of land and commenced 
farming for himself. In 1861 he enlisted in Hud- 
speth’s battalion of light artillery, which was formed 
in Tennessee, and consisted of Tennessee and Ar- 
kansas companies. His principal battles were 
Madrid, Shiloh (at this battle Mr. Fish was twice 
wounded, and still bears the scars), Murfreesboro, 
the engagements on the Atlanta campaign, Jones- 
boro, Nashville, Macon and others. Returning 

. home in May, 1865, he resumed his farming oper- 
ations, which he has very successfully conducted 
ever since. He has been three times married: First, 
on March 25, 1868, to Misa Nancy Fleming, a na- 
tive of Georgia, who died leaving one son, Andrew 
(now a farmer of Buckner, Ark.). Afterward Mr. 
Fish formed a second matrimonial alliance, this 
time with Mies Caroline Wallace, of this county, 
who died December 27, —-, having borne four 
children, three of whom are still living: Nathan (a 
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farmer of this township), James A. and Robert A. 
He married his third and present wife on March 2, 
1879, she being Mrs. Jane Tipton (nee Gores), 
widow of Joseph Tipton, of this county, and a 
daughter of James and Eliza (Lucas) Goree, and 
they have had a family of five children, all boys, 
four of whom are still living: Tolly (deceased), 
Ollie D., Jesse, Goree D., and Virees L. Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Fish are members of the Missionary 
Baptist Church, and have the confidence and os- 
teem of all who know them. The former belongs 
to the County Wheel, and in politics is a stanch 
Democrat. He owns a fine farm of 171 acres, and 
in addition to this, rents about fifty acres, mostly 
under cultivation, which he tills, and he is classed 
among the substantial and well-to-do agriculturists 
of this county. 

Capt. Richard B. Ford ia one of the old settlers 
of Steele Township, coming to thia State and lo- 
cating hia present farm, which was then wild land, 
in 1858. He was born in Madison County, Ala., 
a son of Richard and Elizabeth (Flowers) Ford, 
natives of Virginia. His father, a farmer by occu- 
pation, was born in 1778 and died in Mississippi in 
1850. The mother was born in 1768, a daughter 
of George Flowers, and died about 1843. She 
was a devout Christian woman, a member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. To Mr. and 
Mrs. Ford were born twelve children, four still liv- 
ing, viz.: William (a farmer of Mississippi), Henry 
F. (a physician of Texas), Richard B. (the subject 
of this sketch), and Lucinda (now Mrs. Geetaw, 
of Louisiana). The subject of this sketch enlisted 
in the late war as recruiting officer in 1861. In 
1863 he helped organize a regiment known as 
Crawford’s regiment of cavalry, and was elected 
captain, serving in this regiment with distinction, 
until the close of the war. He took part in allthe 
principal battles on Price’s raid through Missouri. 
May 4, 1839, ho was united in marriage to Miss 
Frances H. Fort, a native of Kentucky, who died 
in 1872. Of the eleven children born to Mr. Ford 
and wife, but four are now living. They are Will- 
iam J. (a farmer of this township), Richard F. (an 
‘fold bach”’ living with his father), Marcus H. (a 
farmer, also residing in this township), and Cora 
(widow of Mr. Parks, who keeps house for her 
father and brother). Mr. Ford owns 240 acras of 
land, sixty acres of which he hes under cultiva- 
tion, and is one of the well-to-do farmers of this 
township. In politics he is a stanch Democrat, 
and takes an active interest in promoting the wel- 
fare of his community. He is highly respected by 
all with whom he is acquainted. 

Milton G. Fort, farmer, Galveston, Ark., was 


born in Tennessee, February 24, 1884, a son of 
Lewis B. and Harriette E, (Wilson) Fort, natives 
of North Carolina. Lewis B. Fort was born in 
1776, a son of Gerry and Elizabeth (Battle) Fort, 
of Irish descent, the former of whom was killed at 
8 horse-race while a young man, leaving a small 
family. Lewis B. Fort, the father of our subject, 
moved to Hinds Oounty, Miss., and from there to 
this State in 1834, settling on a wild tract of land, 
in what is now Old Lewisville, this county. Our 
subject, then a lad of fourteen, accompanied his 
parents to this State. They wore the first settlers 
in the county, and the first in this portion of the 
State, being the only white residents from Camden 
to Red River. A few years after their arrival 
other settlers came to this neighborhood. When 
the county (then a part of Union County) was 
formed (about 1843), Mr. Fort gave the county the 
lot on which the court-house was built, and as he 
was the first settler, and one of the leading men of 
the county, the town was named Lewiaville for 
him, after his given name, Lewis. At the out- 
break of the war he owned about 1,200 acres of 
land and over seventy-five slaves. Shortly before 
his death, Mr. Fort lost his mind, caused by the 
bite of a cat, and in 1870, while deranged, killed 
himself with a knife. Mr. Fort was twice married; 
first, to the mother of our subject, who died about 
1865, and Mr. Fort then married Margaret An- 
drews, who died in 1882, leaving no children. 
By the first marriage there were eight children, 
two of whom only are living, viz.: Milton G. (the 
subject of this sketch), and Harriette L. (now 
Mrs, Athieson, of New Lewisville). The subject 
of this sketch remained with his parents until he 
was twenty-two years of age, when he commenced 
to farm for himself on a portion of his father’s 
farm. In 1861 he entered Fagen’s cavalry serv- 
ice, Confederate army, in which he served until the 
close of the war, taking part in all the principal 
battles on the west side of the Mississippi River. 
In 1865 he received an honorable discharge from 
the Confederate service and returned to his family, 
who had in the meantime moved (in 1864) on to 
his present farm, which he had purchased before 
entering the army. Mr. Fort has been twice mar- 
ried; first, October 15, 1846, to Miss Julia Ann 
Reed, a native of Mississippi, who died June 16, 
1861, leaving seven children, three of whom are 
now living, viz.: Fannie (now Mrs. Fort, of Jef- 
ferson, Tex.), Emma and Ella (twins); the former 
of whom is now Mrs. Evans and resides in Jeffer- 
son, Tex., and the latter is Mrs. Glasgow, whose 
husband is an agriculturist of this county, and 
owns 200 acres of land. In 1863 Mr. Fort mar- 
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ried Florida A. Camdell, of Alabama, by whom he 
has had nine children; four still survive, viz.: Mar- 
garet Ann, Robert Edmond, Adelaide and Peircie, 
all at home. At one time Mr. Fort was the owner 
of 860 acres of land, but 200 of this he has given 
to his children, now owning 160 acres. In politics 
Mr. Fort is a Democrat, and has a great deal of 
influence throughout the county, taking an active 
interest in all work tending to promote the welfare 
of the community. 

James W. Glasgow, one of the pioneers of 
Walker Creek Township, was born in Abbeville 
District, 8. C., March 25, 1821, a son of Henry 
and Ruth (Williams) Glasgow, natives of South 
Carolina, Henry Glasgow was a son of Jobn and 
Nellie Glasgow, natives of Scotland, born in Glas- 
gow, where the father was one of the largest prop- 
erty owners of the city. He and wife emigrated 
to this country in 1771, locating in South Carolina, 
where Henry Glasgow was born in 1797. He was 
in the American army during the Revolutionary 
War, Henry Glasgow was a farmer by occupation, 
and came to this Stato in 1856, settling in Lafay- 
ette County, where he resided until his death in 
1871. He was married in 1819 to Ruth Williams, 
a daughter of James and Ellen Williams. Her 
parents were natives of England and emigrated to 
this country before the Revolutionary War. To 
Mr. and Mrs. Glasgow were born five children, 
two of whom are still living, viz.: James W. (the 
subject of this sketch), and John (who is also a 
resident of this county, being engaged in tilling 
the soil in Walker Township, where he owns eighty 
acres of fine land), The subject of this sketch was 
reared in Georgia. In 1857 (one year after his 
father’s removal to this county) he came to this 
place and located on the farm on which he resides 
at present, consisting of 450 acres of good land, 
with about 120 acres under cultivation. In 1864 
he enlisted in the Arkansas Home Guards, Mr. 
Glasgow has-been twice married, first to Miss 
Mary Aun Gilbert, a native of Georgia, who died 
in 1886, after bearing her husband ten children, 
six of whom are now living, viz.: Nancy Ann (now 
Mrs, Tyler, of this township), John Henry (a 
farmer of this township, and the postmaster of 
Glasgow; he owns 820 acres of land), James 
Buchanan (also a farmer of this township), Bettie 
(now Mrs. Bethany, of this county), Sarah E. 
(now Mrs. Bethany, of this county), and Ella C. 
(now Mrs. Caldwell, of this township). In 1887 
Mr. Glasgow was married to Mrs. Rachel Anno 
Bethany, nee White, widow of James Bethany. 
By her previous marriage Mrs. Glasgow was the 
mother of two sons, who married two daughters of 
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Mr. Glasgow. She was born January 7, 1880, 
in Carroll County, Miss., a daughter of George 
and Emma (Leadbetter) White. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Glasgow are members of the Missionary Bap- 
tist Church.

James B. Glasgow, farmer, Walker Oreck 
Township, Lafayette County. In compiling a his- 
tory of Lafayette County and its substantial citi- 
zens, the name of Mr. Glasgow should not be 
omitted, for although he is a young man, and has 
been engaged in agricultural pursuits but a short 
‘time, he is counted among the more progressive and 
well-to-do citizens of this section. Originally from 
Alabama, he was born in Gwinnett County Febru- 
ary 25, 1856, a son of Henry and Ruth (Williams) 
Glasgow, natives of South Carolina. Henry Glas- 
gow was born in 1797, a son of John and Nellie 
Glasgow, both born in Glasgow, Scotland, where 
the former’s father was oneot the largest property 
owners of the city. He and wife emigrated to 
this country in 1771, locating in South Carolina, 
and he was a soldier in the Revolutionary War. 
The father of our subject was a successful agri- 
culturist, and was engaged in that occupation all 
his life. He came to Arkansas in 1856, when the 
subject of this sketch was an infant, and here he 
resided until his death, which occurred in 1871. 
By his marriage to Miss Ellen Williams, of English 
descent, to whom he was married in 1819, he was 
the father of five children, two of whom only are 
living They are James W., a successful farmer 
of this township [see sketch], and the subject of 
this sketch. James B. Glasgow was reared in this 
county, where ho also received his education. He 
was reared on a farm from infancy, and in choosing 
-his occupation in life it was but natural that he 
should select farming. He bas beon engaged in 
farming on his present farm since 1879. October 
8, 1878, he was married to Miss Ella Fort, born 
January 1, 1856, a daughter of Milton G. Fort, a 
pioneer of this county [see sketch], and this union 
has resulted in the birth of five children, four of 
whom are stil] living, viz.: James G., Margaret 
Ann, Giles Garry and Julia Lee. Mr. Glasgow 
now owns 240 acres of land, with about seventy 
acres under cultivation, and devotes his attention 
chiefly to the raising of cotton and corn. Politic. 
ally, he is stanch Democrat, and is a member of 
the County Wheel. Both he and wife are mem- 
bers of the Missionary Baptist Church. 
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Zachary T. Halton is recognized as a careful, 
energetic agriculturist of Lafayette County, and by 
his advanced ideas, progressive habits and liberal 
contributions to all worthy enterprises, he has 

ained the respect and esteem of his fellow-men. 
Fis birth ocourred in Henderson County, Tenn., 
on February 16, 1838, and he is the son of Ezekiel 
and Wincy (Thomas) Halton, natives of North 
Carolina, the former born in 1811.
